Maria de Jesus and Maria de 
la Luz said they would like 
the same things. 


The children sat around a 


wicker basket rubbing kernels 
from corn cobs to feed tur- 
keys and chickens roaming 
outside their home. 


Friendly Children 


Each girl has bright, spar- 


Ming brown eyes. Although 
somber at' times, they are 
friendly to visitors and offer 
tiny hands for help to hop 
down steps or to walk about 
in the yard. Their hair is cut 
short because, as Mrs. Ortiz 
put it, "there isn't enough 
time to comb them all." 


"Each of the Marias is 


different from the other with 
her own personality," said 
their mother, who is about 30. 
"But, usually, when one gets 
sick, the others are ill soon 
after," To combat this, Mrs. 
Ortiz takes most of her chil- 
dren to her nearest neighbor- 
about a half mile away—as 
soon as one of the girls 
doesn't feel well. 


There are four other chil- 


dren, the eldest 8. "I don't 
have much time to myself," 
said Mrs. Ortiz, "and because 
the children haven't much to 
do all day, they fight a lot." 


Their playthings consist of 


worn-out flashlight batteries 
or odds and ends they have 
found. 


In a way, the multiple 


births have brought a degree 
of success' to the children's 
father. He now earns $65.44 
per month as a janitor in a 
government building in Cuer- 
navaca. He was getting 50 
cents a day as a communal 
fanner when the girls were 
born. 


Threejloom House 


They live in a small three- 


room cement block home giv- 
en by 
the Morelos 
state 


government. It lacks electrici- 
ty and a refrigerator. Most of 
the windows are broken and 
the area swarms with flies, 
mosquitoes, wasps and nu- 
merous iguanas. 


Water must be carried from 


a stream about a quarter-mile 
away. Mrs. Ortiz cooks most 
meals in a black metal pan 
over a wood fire in a sort of 
lean-to separated 
from the 


house. A f o u r -b u r n e r gas 
stove is seldom used because 
they can't afford fuel. 


Chavarria, a small peasant 


village, is a mile away. Ortiz 
takes a bus there six days a 
week for his two-hour journey 
to work. Transportation costs 
$32 a-month, which leaves a 
dollar a day for his family. 
Mrs. Ortiz has a borrowed 
sewing machine. When money 
allows, she purchases materi- 
al and makes her children's 
clothing. 


The federal government pro- 


vides free medical care for 
the children from a hospital 
located in Zacatepec, about an 
hour away. Weekly, the hospi- 
tal sends some food to the 


family. This includes pasta, 
rice3 fruit juice, two chickens 
and 30 eggs. 


"The children need milk," 


the mother said "and they 
need blankets-and beds." The 
four young girls, sleep in tiny 
bassinets which were ( gifts 
when they were b'orn. ' . 


Mrs. Ortiz outwardly is a 


happy mother although she 
has been disillusioned some- 
what. The parents don't look 
for charity but say many 
promises made to them were 
never kept. 


The quintuplets were born 


on the dirt floor of a relative's 
shack where the Ortizes lived 
at the time. They were deliv- 
ered by a circuit-riding doctor 
and a midwife who worked by 
candlelight 
The fifth child, 


also a girl, was stillborn.

Observe the play of today's 


game hand by Billy Seamon 
of Miami Beach, Fla.. in a 
recent team contest. 


The bidding was identical in 


both rooms, North selecting a 
temporizing two-over-one re- 
sponse with his in-between 
hand of 11 points. 


East's p r e e m p t of four 


hearts created a problem for 
North. Perhaps North should 
have doubled to collect a sure 
profit. However, the vulner- 
ability conditions persuaded 
him to try for the spade 
game. 


When played the first time, 


South ;ron the opening lead 
with Ms king of dubs and 
cashed dummy's two high 
spades, East discarding a low 
heart on the spade jack. South 
then finessed the diamond 
jack, which held the trick. 


West's remaining 
trumps 


were then drawn and the ace 
of diamonds played in hopes 
of dropping a doubleton king. 
When this failed, South lost 
his contract, losing one dia- 
mond and three heart tricks. 


When Seamon was declarer, 


play to the first four tricks 
were identical. After winning 
the diamond finesse, Seamon 
assumed, as did the first 
declarer, that East had all 
seven hearts and the diamond 
king. However, Seamon was 
not satisfied with discovery of 
the high cards; he also want- 
ed to know something about 
the distribution. 


Seamon drew West's re- 


maining trumps, played a low 
club to dummy's ace and 
ruffed dummy's last club. 
When East discarded, Seamon 
knew East's distribution. 
East's preempt and West's 
failure to lead hearts strongly 
suggested all seven hearts 
with East. 


East's holding of only three 


black cards made his posses- 
sion of three diamonds a 
certainty. Seamon knew that 
a play for the doubleton 
diamond king must fail. 


Since East's hand was reduc- 


ed to red cards, two of which 
must be diamonds, Seamon 
relinquished a heart to East. 
East could cash his three high 
hearts but then was forced to 
lead from his king of dia- 
monds to provide Seamon 
with his 9th and 10th trick. 
Note that if East had followed 
to the third club, Seamon 
would have confidently played 
the ace of diamonds to cap- 
ture the doubleton king. 


Billy Seamon's play of this 


hand was directed at collect- 
ing all possible evidence. His 
extra care was rewarded by a 
substantial gain.

You can greatly speed it up 
by washing with a solution of 
one part muriatic acid in 10 
parts of water. Leave it on 
five minutes or so, then rinse 
off thoroughly. Difficult part 
is not letting this corrosive 
stuff get anywhere else. Wear 
old clothes, goggles, heavy 
gloves, mix in a non-metal 
container. 


Q: I plan to repaint the 


furniture to be used in my 
children's room. 
Also the 


woodwork. Which paints are 
safe to use, from the stand- 
point of possible lead content?

Or are all paints safe? —

A: Even though all paints 


and enamels for indoor use to 
the best of my knowledge are 
now made lead-free, it will 
never hurt to examine the 
label to make sure on this

Q: My new wall cabinet has 


vinyl synthetic finish. Some 
candle wax spilled on it, and I 
was told to use only window 
glass cleaner; no petroleum 
product. But

A: Hold a piece of clean 


white blotting paper over the 
wax (I assume you have 
scraped up all you could). Set 
your iron at low-to-moderate 
heat and run it back and forth 
over the blotting paper. Heat 
is to melt the wax, an<Lthe 
paper to blot it out.

Supplies needed for such a project are a dime store 
tree and ornaments you make yourself ahead of time from play clay 
which is cooked up out of baking soda, cornstarch and water. 


Homemade Ornaments 
Gloves Make 


For Children's Own Tree 


What could make children 


feel more important and spe- 
cial than to decorate their 
very own mini-tree. Such a 
tree shouldn't shake your bud- 
get, for it can be of the dime 
store variety, the ornaments 
made of play clay ... a 
cooked up mixture of baking 
soda, cornstarch and water. 


Time for the ornament-mak- 


ing is while the youngsters 
are off at school or taking 
their afternoon nap. The place 
... the kitchen where you 
whip up the clay as follows: 


Combine thoroughly in a 


saucepan 2 cups baking soda 
(one 
1-pound package) and 1 


cup cornstarch. Mix in \V\ 
cups cold water. Bring to a 
boil over medium heat, stir- 
ring constantly. Cook a min- 
ute longer or until mixture 
resembles moist mashed pota- 
toes. Remove from heat im- 
mediately ( o v e r - c o o k i n g 
makes clay crumbly). Trans- 
fer to a plate and cover with 
a damp towel. When clay is 
cool enough to handle, knead 
a little and store all but what 
you're about to use in a closed 
plastic bag. 


For your first session ... it 


will take two ... you'll need 
in addition to the clay, a 
rolling pin, wax paper and the 
snipped off ends of paper clips 
which serve as tree-hanging 
attachments. You'll also need 
cookie cutters and aspic cut- 


ters to stamp out the shapes. 
If you decide to come up with 
your own designs, partridges, 
angels, drums and the like, 
you'll need white paper on 
which to draw the designs and 
scissors with which to cut 
them out for patterns. 


When all is assembled, roll 


out the clay on wax paper to 
y<i-inch thickness and cut out 
shapes. While clay is still soft, 
press in the snipped off paper 
clips and any other embel- 
lishments you wish to add. 
Now slide all your finished 
pieces onto a cookie sheet and 
hide for a day or until 
ornaments are bond dry. 


For your second session, 


paint your pieces using water 
colors or tempera; and to 
give them a ceramic-like fin- 
ish and help preserve them 
for Christmases to come, dip 
each in a panful of clear 
shellac.

The cost of 
operation per student, in dollars 
spent and operating levy rate in 
mills, was below the average in 
the state in all of the past six

years. 


The 


pupil for the "state is estimated 
at $764 during the 1970-71 school 
year. Hortonville figures its cost 
is $640, or $124 less. In all of the 
last six years the differences 
range from $32 to the present 
$124. 


In operating levy rate re- 


quired, the Hortonville district 


is below state averages within a 
range of one mill in 1965-66 to 
2.92 mills below the state aver- 
age in the past six years. Net 
operating costs are used by the 
state hi determining state aids 
to school districts. Capital out- 
lay debt retirement expendi- 
tures are not included in net 
operating costs. Some receipts 
are also deducted. 


Total levy rates for all school 


purposes in Hortonville was 1.2 


prepared by a professional pub- 
lishing company and distributed 
throughout the district was dis- 
cussed, and rejected by the 
board.

Cut Deeply for $480,000 Total 


The Appleton Board of Educa- 


tion approved $480,000 in 1971 
budget cuts Monday night but 
failed to decide how it will find 
the additional $170,000 that it 
must cut to meet the Fiscal 
Control Board's mandate. 


The additional cuts probably 


will eliminate programs, and 
therefore existing teaching 
staff, but the only indication the 
board gave, was that it proba- 
bly will make the other cuts 
soon.

(present ninth graders at Ein- 
stein) will move in September 
of 1971 to West 


There are no changes in the 


line from Marquette and Drew 
streets south to-the river-and 
along the For to southwestern 
Appleton. - 


Therefore, Roosevelt Junior 


High School '-will -coritinue to 
send its students to bom high 
schools, the only school remain- 
ing divided between the dis- 
tricts. 


The change comes in the area 


north and east of Marquette and 
Drew. Originally, the line ran 
north on Drew then east on 
Northland Avenue < and 
then 


north again on Lawe Street to 
Florida Avenue and continuing 


north dividing-^he block 
•Kb Lawe and RanHn as its 
east and west boundaries. 


In the September of 1971 line, 


the boundary win run due east 
on Marquette.from Drew to the 
eastern edge of the district, 
thus shifting the students living 
north of Marquette and east of 
Drew to West's district. 


The addition to West and the 


growing enrollment of East 
precipitated the boundary 
change, administrators said. 


Jerome Boettcher, West prin- 


cipal, and Stanley Ore, East 
principal, said that they "sought 
a dividing line that would cause 
West to grow approximately 250 
to 300 students due. to file 
boundary change in the first 
year and continue to increase 
toward its capacity m the next 
three years." 


It also would allow East to 


grow back to its optimum in the 
same period, they said. 
Optimum enrollments are 1,900 
for East and 2,000 for West. 


The principals also noted the 


transportation routes and re- 
duced the division of a junior 
high district. Einstein students 
wttl only attend West. 


They said that students who 


wiU be juniors at East next 
September should have then- 
parents notify by letter the East 
High administration indicating 
which school their child will 
attend. "The letter must be 
received by Feb. 15, 1971," the 
principals said. "The choice is 
final."

Teachers probably win fight this 
possibility in upcoming bargain- 
ing sessions. 


The board probed Monday for 


more ways to make cuts, won- 
dering about staff reductions. 
Zieman noted, for example, that 
to come up with a savings of 
$100,000, some 30 to 35 teachers 
would have to be refused new 
contracts in September of 1971, 
assuming that each would be 
making about $3,000 during the 
September through December 
period of the 1971 budget year. 


Further Cuts Deferred 


Zieman and 
administrators 


were given no mandate to begin 
seeking,further cuts. The board 
only voted to defer further cuts 


future meetings, the next 


being Dec. 28. 


It also didn't act on a conclu- 


sion by Zieman that the board 
authorize the administration to 
make a study "with an eye to 
eliminating those programs 
which are not essential or are 
too expensive to operate." His 
thought was to'find a long range 
solution to the school fiscal 
situation, not'a short range one. 


The administration- went 


through the budget item by 
item, chipping here 'and cfiip- 
ping there. It cut capital outlay 
by SO per cent and eliminated 
the $24,000 -for a summer cur- 
riculum upgrading study.

Shooting Death Ruled Justifiable

The killing of a burglary 


suspect by an Appleton police- 
man during a stakeout of Xav- 
ier High School late Saturday 
night has been ruled justifiable 
homicide. 


Outagamie County Coroner 


Bernard H. Kemps, investigat- 
ing the circumstances surround- 
ing the death of Richard Martin 
Eickhoff, 42, Madison, made the 
decision after an investigation 
with the district attorney's of- 
fice. 


The ruling is contained in a 


three-page statement. Kemps 
said that the statement was 
prepared, after he and Dist. 
Atty. James Long questioned 
participating police officials 
Monday nght 


Eickhoff was fatally wounded 


about 11:40 p.m. Saturday when 
pellets from a shotgun blast 
from a veteran Appleton police 


officer struck him in ttw chest. 
Another suspect, Harry Mueller, 
28, Madison, was also hit by 
gunfire, but he lived. 


Authorities, acting on a tip 


supplied by an informer, staked 
out Xavier, 1600 W. Prospect 
Ave., about 9 p.m. The informer 
furnished mem with facts de- 
tailing burglaries at the high 
school, and another which was 
supposed to take place the same 
night at nearby St. Bernard 
Catholic Church. Eickhoff and 
Mueller did, police said, strike 
at the church,, but they left. 
From there, police said, the 
pair went to Xavier with the 
intention of burglary. 


Shortly after 11:30 pjn., one 


of four police officers hiding in 
the office area of the school 
where the vault is kept ordered 
the pair to halt. 


The informer had warned that 


the men might be armed, but 
they weren't that night. On 


orders to halt, the two men 
crouched, as though to go for 
concealed weapons. At least two 
shots were fired, one wounding 
Eickhoff and pellets from either 
that shot or another hitting 
Mueller, causing a chest wound 
which hospitalized him. 


In the statement prepared 


Monday night by Kemps and 
Long, it was revealed that the 
police department had been told 
that the two men were armed 
and had bragged about killing 
two policemen. Police were 
informed that if the men were 
caught, they would not hesitate 
to shoot it out with authorities. 
One of the individuals, in fact, 
had been involved in a Shootout 
with police in southern Wiscon- 
sin, where two were wounded 
and hospitalized. 


At 11:28 p.m. Saturday, the 


report says, police inside the 
school heard one of the doors 
being pried open. Minutes later, 


the officers observed two men 
crawling along the floor toward 
the safe. 


As the pair crawled, accord- 


ing to the statement, they were 
overheard discussing the loca- 
tion of the safe. One of them 
directed the other to check for 
an alarm. More talk centered 
around finding a possible point 
of escape from the building. 


The two men were seen 


wearing stocking caps dark 
clothing and gloves. 


Extreme Caution

Never Said So Publicly but Was Concerned 


Over Administration's Pro-Israel Policies

WASHINGTON - Behind the 


decision to replace the United 
Nation* Ambassador Charles W. 
Vert with Rep. George Bush of 
Texas lies a subtle, undercover 
anti-Yost intrigue that tarred 
him, in flie words of one top 
U.S. diplomat, as "insufficiently 
pro-Israel" in backstage 
UNJ 


maneuverings. 


If President Nixon's earlier, 


aborted plan to replace Yost 
with retiring White House aide 
Daniel Patrick Moynihan had 
not inadvertently leaked before 
Yost himself was informed by 
President 
Nixon, these ma- 


neuvers by critics of the am- 
bassador might never have 
come to light Yost and Mr. 
Nixon would have arranged a 
quiet, harmonious separation. 


But as it happened, the leak 


made it crystal clear that Yost 
was being fired. That stimu- 
lated a search for the reason 
why, both at the United Nations 
and by politicians here. 


The undercurrent suspicion of 


Yost by his zealous pro-Israeli 
critics was originally based on 
his experience as a U.S. diplo- 
mat assigned to the Arab world. 
He served as ambassador tola 
both Syria and Morocco. 


Concerned Over Hostility 


But beyond that Yost — while 


never once departing from Nix- 
on administration policies on the 
Middle East — made no secret 
of his growing concern over 
Arab world hostility aimed at 
fee U.S. because of the increas- 
ingly intimate relations between 
the U.S. and Israel. He spoke 
forcefully and frequently within 
the U.S. government of his 
conviction that President Nixon 
must keep the heat on Israel to 
withdraw f r o m Arab lands 
captured in the 1967 war (an 
Arab demand that President 
Nixon ducked on Thursday 
night). 


Moreover, when Henry Kis- 


singer, Mr Nixon's top foreign 
policy adviser, called last sum- 
mer for expelling the Russians 
from the Middle East, Yost 
cabled the state department 
pointedly that there was only 
one realistic way to accomplish 
that — settlement of the dis- 
pute. Then the Arabs them- 
selves would get rid of the 
Soviets. That did not endear him 
to Mr. Nixon, Kissinger, or top 
state department Middle East 


operative, Assistant Secretary 
Joseph Sisco. 


Then, when Yost was trying 


to manipulate an escape for the 
U.S. from the pitfall of a pro- 
Arab resolution in the UN 
General Assembly six weeks 
ago. he fought against offering 
a competing U.S. resolution 
because it would only dramatize 
the U.S. - Israeli alliance. He was 
overruled in Washington. 


These independent (but un- 


public) positions of Yost result- 
ed in a stream of back-stabbing 
(but unpublic) criticism funnel- 
ed in to top figures in th» Nixon 
administration. 


NoPnblk Criticism 


Yet despite the high volume 


of this criticism, described to us 
by a highly qualified political 
source as "brutal," no public 
attack on Yost of any real 
substance can be found in the 
printed record. 


The explanation of the fur- 


tiveness of this attack on Yost 
is obvious. To have surfaced it 
could have tied Mr. Nixon's 
hands and threatened a pro-Yost 
backfire. 


Further adding to Yost's poor 


relations with the Nixon admin- 
istration is the fact that he 
rarely made an appearance on 


public platform. In dramatic 


contrast to his predecessors, 
Yost has kept discreetly in the 
background. But that was pre- 
cisely the way Mr. Nixon de- 
scribed what he wanted his first 
UN ambassador to do when he 
hired Yost two years ago. 


The President had originally 


offered 
the job to Sargent 


Shriver, cut from the glamour 
cloth of many previous UN 
ambassadors. But when he and 
Shriver failed to agree on 
guidelines, he swung a full 
circle to quiet, unglamourous 
Yost. 


Thus, u n l i k e predecessors 


Arthur Goldberg, Adlai Steven- 
son, and Henry Cabot Lodge, 
Yost was relegated to the back 
rooms of policy, a vulnerable 
target for attack by the potent 
pro-Israeli lobby. 


Now Mr. Nixon returns full 


circle to his original concept of 
what kind of ambassador should 
represent the United States at 
the UN In forceful, charismatic 
George Bush, a politician with a 
constituency of his own and no 
prior Middle East involvement, 
the skillful, pro-Israeli lobby 
will not find an easy target.

Person Presumed Dead 
After 7 Years' Absence 


BY THE WISCONSIN BAR 


How long must a person be 


missing before be can be pre- 
sumed dead? 


The Wisconsin rule is clear. A 


person who is known to nave 
been alive may be presumed 
dead after seven years absence 
without being heard from. But 
this presumption alone is not 
proof. It remains for the court 
to determine whether the absent 
one is dead or alive, relying on 
the evidence that can be pre- 
sented and the nature of the 
presumption. 


The presumption of death 


after an unexplained absence 
for a specified number of years 
is a common law ruling which 
has been affirmed in some form 
in nearly every state. The 
expiration of seven years, how- 
ever, does not automatically 
make the conclusion that the 
person is dead legally binding. 
This necessitates another court 
proceeding. 


While it is unnecessary to 


show a diligent search for the 
person as a condition of the 
presumption of death after sev- 
en years, such a search will 
strengthen it. 


There are some occasions 


when the court may declare a 
person dead in less than seven 


years. An example would be 
where the presumption of death 
arises after the missing person 
was exposed to a specific peril 
at the time he was last heard 
from, as having been a passen- 
ger on a ship known to have 
been tost at sea. 


A special law known as the 


Absentee Property Act enables 
the interested persons to peti- 
tion the court for appointment of 
a receiver when a person hav- 
ing interest in any property 
disappears and is absent from 
tiis place of residence without 
being heard from after diligent 
inquiry. This permits his prop- 
erty and insurance policies to be 
properly handled before the 
seven-year period. 


At the same time, the law 


presumes that a person shown 
to be alive at a given time 
remains alive until Ms death is 
actually proven or declared by 
the court. Thus if the missing 
person had been drawing a life 
pension at the time of his 
disappearance, his heirs would 
probably be able to,claim the 
pension payments until the time 
the court declared'him legally 
dead. The legal finding based on 
the presumption does not in the 
normal case fix any specific 
time of death within the seven 
years.

let There be No Misunderstanding' 


One of President Nixon's best known 


phrases which he seems to use in every 
news conference is "let there be no 
minusderstanding —." Unfortunately 
there usually is and the last one was no 
exception. 


The resumption of bombing raids 


upon North Vietnam seems to be under 
consideration. Actually they have oc- 
curred at least twice on a massive scale 
'since former President Johnson halted 
all such raids more than two years ago. 
Last May and again this November 
American bombers raked presumably 
primarily military targets in North 
Vietnam in alleged retaliation for North 
Vietnamese attacks from the ground 
upon our unarmed reconaissance 
planes. But the raids in November could 
have been a diversionary activity to take 
away the play from the attempt to 
rescue some American POW's. Or it all 
could have been the other way around. 


But in his news conference last week 


— the first one in several months — Mr. 
Nixon warned that there could be other 
reasons for the resumption of bombing 
raids in the future. These could include 
continued infiltration of North Viet- 
namese troops into the South, which he 
said would imperil our troops as the 
withdrawals continue. Indirectly he 
referred to the bombing raids in Cam- 
bodia, although he didn't mention Laos 
where they have been considerable. He 
claimed that the Cambodian army was 
lying down some 40,000 North Viet- 
namese troops which might otherwise be 
attacking American forces in Vietnam. 
Presumably the raids which actually 
support the Cambodian army but sup- 
posedly only as a sideline can thus be 
rationalized. 


But the "misunderstanding" area is a 


large one. The President insisted last 
spring when tensions were high in the 
United States over our ground troops in 
Cambodia that our air and logistical 
support would be withdrawn along with 
the combat troops before the end of 
June. The air raids continue and have 
probably grown in size and activity. He 
assured newsmen in the last news 
conference that he could conceive of no 
circumstances — "none whatever" — 
which could mean sending American 
ground combat forces back into Cam- 
bodia. Maybe. But if the Lon Nol 
government is overwhelmed by the 
enemy and Prince Sihanouk were 
returned to control, what then? Ob- 
viously Cambodia would become a base 
for attacks upon South Vietnam and once 
again the use of American ground troops 
could be rationalized as before — and 
perhaps reasonably so — as an effort to 
save the lives of American troops. 


Certainly the President's tough line 


at the conference 
reflected 
the 


frustration most of us share over North 
Vietnamese refusal 
to allow 
In- 


ternational Red Cross inspection of POW 
camps or exchanges of prisoners, as well 
as the continued inactivity at the Paris 
peace talks. The latter, however, is not 
just a one-sided affair. While North 
Vietnam continues blandly in the face of 
opposing evidence to claim that it has no 
military forces in South Vietnam, the 
United States is stuck with the current 
Saigon regime partly because of some 
hasty statements President Nixon made 
earlier about how wonderful 
and 


representative the government of 
President Thieu is supposed to be. 


There are misunderstandings, Mr. 


President. In this unhappy war there 
always will be and for a number of years 
after we get out. 


Protocol and the Poster Girl 


It is understood that President Nixon 


is an extremely busy man and the 
pressures upon him are tremendous. 
There are extremely serious issues with 
which he must deal, such all-pervading 
matters as the war, 
the economy, 


unemployment, civil rights and racial 
discrimination. The routine things ex- 
pected in his position must sometimes be 
set aside. 


And yet the announcement from the 


White House that "because of the 
President's unusually heavy schedule" 
he would be unable to receive at the 
White House this year's National 
Association of Retarded Children's 
poster girl and pose for a picture with 
her showed a curious insensitivity on the 
part of some staff member. Thirteen 
year old Roberta Scott is black and this 
is the first time that such a picture has 
not been taken. 


Perhaps neither the President nor his 


aide who probably made the decision 
knew that the girl was black. The 
President recently declined to pose with 
some American medal award winners 
on the plea that he had another 


engagement although the suspicion 
remains that the refusal was because of 
the criticism mentioned to him by one of 
the winners. Certainly the President of 
the United 
States 
has 
no racial 


prejudice. But politically he or his aides 
may have written off the black vote — 
and with good reason — and at least they 
will be accused of such in this particular 
case. 


Mr. Nixon always sep.ms to be able to 


find time to spend at his California and 
Florida White Houses and on yachts of 
wealthy friends. We would not deny him 
(he needed recreation and rest for a busy 
man. But if would have taken five 
minutes to receive Miss Scott and her 
parents and to pose with them. 


Perhaps this is a move toward ending 


all such pictures and with this we would 
agree. The president is a busy man but 
President Nixon is also a very political 
one as his recent leave of absence from 
official duties during the congressional 
campaign indicated. ,At any rate, if the 
policy is to be changed this was a par- 
ticularly unfortunate one with which to

Organization would appear to show s. 
softening of stands between the two 
"adversaries" as President Nixon 
dubbed them recently. But the only real 
change is toward a possible recognition 
of West Germany's special interest in 
Berlin and perhaps a practical, if not an 
absolute, diplomatic recognition of the 
government in East Germany. 


At this point the possibility of scaling 


down the military forces of both sides 
seems 
disappointingly 
remote. 


President Nixon, in a special note to the 
NATO meeting, said thatJhe United 
States will maintain and improve its 
forces because NATO is "confronted by 
a formidable mix of a potentially hostile 
force which is constantly improving." 
Until there is "reciprocal action from 
our adversaries", American military- 
forces in NATO will not be cut back, 
according to Mr. Nixon. This goes even 
beyond Secretary of Defense Melvin 
Laird's earlier assurance to NATO that 
American troop levels in Europe, now at 
285,000, would not be reduced during 
1971. 


While pledging an increase in 


organization, weapons and men, the ten 
European members of NATO, expressed 
concern if the United States did pull 
back. The French representative — who 
certainly did not reflect the opinion of 
the late Charles De Gaulle — flatly 
acknowledged Europe's military 
dependence upon the United States and 
said there could be no European security 
against Communist encroachment 
without American military par- 
ticipation. Representatives of other 
countries warned of the increased 
Russian influence in the Middle East and 


is, w 


the Mediterranean. There ^as little talk 
about a detente. 


And >ef. while there seems to be 


some figuratne fixing 
of bayonets, 


much of the discussion and the official 
speeches could he defensive. There is a 
move toward increased relations be- 
tween Eastern and Western Europe and 
by no means have the advances been 
made entirely by the West. There is West 
German 
recognition of Polish 
and 


German borders although the treaty is 
yet to be ratified by the Bundestag. 
There is a holdout on further agreements 
until the West German voice in the af- 
fairs of West Berlin is acknowledged by 
the Communists. There probably will be 
some sort of recognition of Ea.st Ger- 
many or the status quo in all of Europe. 
The East needs the West for economic 
reasons. The West wants no war. 


It appears likely that conventional 


military forces on both sides will be 
maintained at about the same strength 
as they have in the past. We do not have, 
any facts to back up President Nixon's 
claim that the adversary is improving 
his position This has been a charge of 
Mr Nixon's Administration as far as 
Russian military might is concerned for 
the last year and presumably he has 
some evidence. Actually a balance is 
advisable in Europe of conventional 
forces so that neither side would have to 
turn to nuclear power in case of an 
outbreak of hostilities Presumably the 
same is true of nuclear devices but the 
current ability for "overkill"' is so great 
that any balance seems irrelevant. 


The Communist fears still are ob- 


vious in that immigration to a non- 
Communist country still is practically 
prohibited. If an all-European security 
conference ever is held this should be 
one of the major facts presented from 
our side.

To Curb Its Troublemakers

DORA 
was translated into French for 
use in Quebec; its Gaelic 
version is the 1940 Offenses 
Against the State Act. 


In Ireland, as in Canada, the

Not the Answer 


Now I don't want to 


downplay the problems that 
the Canadians and Irish have 
with extremist groups, but

There has 
probably been more so-called 
revolutionary violence in New 
York City in the last six 
months than the Canadians 
have had in a century. Can you 
imagine the joy with which 
New York's "finest" would go 
to work if only they had 
DORA?

Georgia. No need for search 
warrants! Put a selection of 
mainliners on ice for a week 
and they would name every 
pusher they had met in 20 
years. None of,those damn 
lawyers... .Oh, wouldn't it be 
beautiful? 


No. It would be both wrong 


and, 
thank 
God, 
un- 


constitutional. While I hold 
law enforcement in high 
regard, I also have a very 
pessimistic view of human 
nature. I have never known a 
prosecuting attorney who did 
not, I'm certain, secretly 
regret the abolition of torture. 
I have never known anyone, 
myself included, who did not 
at one time or another want to 
lynch the perpetrator of a 
particularly horrible crime — 
the rape-murder of a little 
girl, for example. 


A 
decent, 
democratic 


society has institutions that 
are deliberately designed to 
contain these impulses — 
among them due process of 
law. We may run risks, but 
hard police work, with all its 
slowness and inefficiency, is 
vastly preferable to DORA. It 
is worth noting that J. Edgar 
Hoover, who has taken a lot of 
flak from us liberals over the 
years, has always shared this 
view: he was one of the few 
men in the government who 
(privately, of course) opposed 
the DORA-style detention of 
the Japanese-Americans in 
1942!

justify its existence and the 
dues levies upon its member 
cities.

modified. 


No Less Willing 


But that is a doubtful 


assumption. 
The 
rural 


Democrat is no more likely to 
be willing to arouse the an- 
tagonism of his constituents 
for the cause of aiding the 
cities than the Republican he 
deposed. 


The broader plan for aid to 


the 
larger 
communities 


contains some measurably 
positive approaches. But they 
are mostly picked up from the 
previous efforts of the League 
of Wisconsin Municipalities, 
the voice of local governments 
that has been heard in 
legislative halls for half a 
century. 


These are good programs, 


for the most part What is 
curious is the espousal of them 
by the Alliance, when its 
member cities are already 
members of the League, and 
paying dues to it, and the 


League for years ha* ad- 
vocated them. 


When the Alliance an- 


nounces with considerable 
formality that it has bills to 
make Die annexation laws 
more workable, to provide 
more state money for 
categorical local services 
such as law enforcement, and 
to replace revenues forfeited 
because of the exemption of 
certain properties from the 
tax roll, among other familiar 
propositions, it should pay 
royalties to the League which 
has copyrighted most of them. 


Local Tax on Incomes 


The most novel of the 


Alliance aspirations is state 
enabling legislation to permit 
local income taxation for the 
relief of the property tax 
pressure that is worrying 
most of the mayors of the 
larger cities, and is a 
legitimate 
and 
volatile 


problem from any point of 
view. 


The Alliance wants a law to 


permit "piggy-back" income 
taxes by counties, at their 
option, and administered by 
the 
state 
through 
the 


machinery now used for the 
state levied tax on incomes. 


This is an optimistic ob- 


jective, indeed. 


Is it likely that there is any 


county board in Wisconsin 
that would vote to impose such 
a new tax upon all the 
residents of the county, with 75 
per cent of the yield paid into 
city treasuries, as the Alliance 
proposes? 


Is it likely that any county 


board would impose such a tax 
upon its residents (and 
commuters, in the Alliance 
plan) when a neighboring 
urban county does not have 
such a tax? 


Is it a serious possibility 


that any locality will .enact 
any other form of tax than the 
properly tax, for all of the 
complaining and worrying 
that is being heard about that 
most ancient of levies? 


Outlook Is Doubtful 


It is extremely doubtful. 


What the local politicians 
really want is the legislature 
to accept the onus of raising 
taxes, while permitting them 
to spend the proceeds and to 
get the credit for reducing 
local taxes now levied. 


The lesson is eloquently told 


in the local option taxes 
authorized by the legislature 
recently. There is a hotel tax. 
Only a handful of jurisdictions 
have adopted it. There is 
authority for a local auto tax. 
No jurisdiction has used it. 
There is authority for a county 
sales tax. It seems unlikely 
that more than a handful of 
local officials remember it.

to enhance his foreign policy 
credentials. 


Every likely rival acknowl- 


edges Muskie a long lead to- 
ward the 1972 nomination; Sen. 
Edward M. Kennedy of Massa- 
chusetts said it may be all but 
insurmountable. 


One public opinion poll shpws 


Muskie running ahead of Presi- 
dent Nixon, the ultimate rival, 
46 per cent to 40 per cent. 


"It doesn't mean anything," 


said Muskie. "There are going 
to be ups and downs. I've been 
Goddamned lucky. It hasn't 
been the result of deliberate 
planning." 


Evaluate Candidacy 


In a Senate anteroom, Muskie 


says • he can see no value in 
evaluating his candidacy, and 
proceeds to do so. 


"I don't know whether I'm a 


front runner or not. There's no 
way of proving it, the polls are 
the only indication." 


"As the front runner, you tend 


to become the target of the oth- 
er candidates ... But it also 
means that the front runner is a 
meaningful candidate ... 


"If there were a way of pac- 


ing this as you do a horse race, 
a peace race, I suppose the 


pace might be a little bit slow- 
er."

Muskie says he cannot pace

to me that you get more mail 
from older people. Here is the 
problem I have, and from what 
my friends tell me it is also 
theirs. We call it "night rising," 
as it seems we have to get up 
'three or four times at night to

empty the bladder. Have you 
any solution as to how we can 
overcome this? It would be a

I get letters from all ages 


from about 10 years old up — 
and occasionally 
a question 


from ones younger than 10. But 
since we 
gradually acquire 


more ailments as the years go 
by, yes, I think age has to be a 
factor in the number of letters I 
get. 


A good deal of this "night 


rising'' can be alleviated, but 
not by any single form of 
t r e a t m e n t . Among men. 
p>ostate enlargement is a very 
common cause of this. Among 
the symptoms, besides frequen- 
cy of urination, is a reduction in 
size of the stream, which is a 
helpful clue in prostate trouble.

Relatively simple surgery is the 
usual answer for that." Other

Still another cause of "night 


rising" is simply that older folk 
often are light sleepers. In 
sleep, the body processes slow 
down — heart rate, breathing, 
and so on. Sphincter muscles 
which control the discharge of 


waste from the body assume 
what you might call a "locked"' 
position You sleep, and your 
body rests.
